The state chapter has directly 
aided 833 infantile paralysis vic- 
tims during these two vears in 138 
counties, and many of the patients 
are being helped over a long pe- 
riod of time, 

Aid to the polio patients was 
accomplished through the whole-

TOKYO, Thursday, Aug. 7.—(/P) 
A Japanese Navy spokesman ex- 
pressed belief today that the ulti- 
mate price of United States aid 
for Russia would be American 
naval and air bases in eastern 
Siberia, where reports of Russian 
military movements already are 
contributing to concern in Japan. 

He called this “threatening Ja- 
pan from the back.” 

The spokesman, Captain Hideo 
Hiraide, said the Russian-German 
war could have a great effect on 
Japan if the Russian government 
should move to the east from Mos- 
cow. 

Captain Hiraide added, “With 
the United States aiding Chung- 
king and England and challenging 
the attitude of our alliance part- 
ner (Germany), Japan cannot con- 
tinue to keep quiet.

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Needed Co-operation 

Urgency of the need for co-operative effort 
by farmers of the south has been emphasized 
by several recent occurrences. Most dramatic, 
perhaps, was the fall in price of peaches, leav- 
ing Georgia growers with vast quantities of 
the fruit for which they could not find a mare 
ket that would meet the cost of production. 

The only lasting solution of the peach mar- 
keting problem is the establishment, in Geor- 
gia, of canning and processing plants so that 
the crop may be marketed all the year ‘round, 
instead of depending upon precarious prices 
during the few weeks of the fresh peach sea- 
son. Co-operation by growers could provide 
such processing plants and thus lift peach pro- 
duction in Georgia from the status of a gamble 
to that of a reasonably sure business under- 
taking. 

Recently many small farmers have, under 
the sponsorship of the Farm Security Admin- 
istration, raised approximately 2,000,000 addi- 
tional chickens as a contribution to the “Food 
for Defense” campaign. After those chickens 
were raised, however, the facilities for market- 
Ing them were found so disorganized that the 
greater part of the profits expected were lost. 

As a result of this experience, the FSA is 
now pushing the organization of a co-operative 
association of small farmers in the four states 
of Georgia, Alabama, South Carolina and Flor- 
ida. The purpose of the association is for co- 
operative marketing of products chiefly through 
local buying and selling mediums. In addition, 
the tackle

association would pressing farm 


and storage plants. 

The potentialities for farm benefit in such 
an association are immeasurable. When once 
the southern farmer learns the ancient truism 
that his only hope for orderly disposal of his 
products, for control of prices and for advance- 
ment of his economic status is through mutual 
co-operation with, and trust in his fellows, the 
stability of rural economy in the south will 
be assured.

Home Rule for the Movies 
The movies have gone in for home rule. 
And the “furriner” question had nothing to 

do with it. 

For many years the little independent 
motion picture operator has been complaining 
that the big producing companies would not 
sell him film. To a lesser degree some of the 
smaller chain operators have objected to buying 
a complete year’s product of films from a 
company sight unseen. 

At the agitation of some of the independent 
operators, Mr. Thurmond Arnold, of the United 
States Attorney General's office, became inter- 
ested in the manner in which the five maior 
film-producing companies were selling motion 
pictures. After much litigation, the producing 
companies admitted they had been bad boys, 
and a consent decree was signed under which 
the entire method of selling films was changed. 

This consent decree goes into effect Septem- 
ber 1, and though the movie-going public may 
not have realized it, they have already begun 
to feel the effect of this selling change. 

Movies which ordinarily would have been 
released this summer have been held back so 
as to strengthen the product offered in the fall, 
These cinema productions will be offered 
theater owners in groups of five pictures each, 
instead of the groups of 52 as in previous years. 
All theater owners will have a right to bargain 
for any group of pictures they want, and they 
won't have to buy all groups to get one. 

As things have worked out so far, neither 
the producer-distributors nor the theater own- 
ers appear too pleased about the manner in 
which the new system is working out. It’s much 
- more work to sell and buy in groups of five 
than the one contract that heretofore has 
covered the entire year’s product. : 

However, the moviegoer stands to gain. If 


the plan works out at all as it is supposed “to, 
the quality of films will improve and the type 
pictures which go best in certain sections of 
the country will be the ones theater owners 
buy for their patrons. Criticism will improve. 
The entire industry from producing unit to 
you, settled back comfortably in your seat in 
an air-conditioned theater, will become more 
discriminating. 

The flickers have been outgrown and the 
cinema is today approaching its ultimate classi- 
fication as one of the arts, taking a place 
alongside the drama. 


Looking Toward the Future 

A little-publicized, but highly important, 
contribution to the national defense effort has 
been taken by Cornell University. It is the 
establishment by the university of a school of 
nutrition, believed to be the first of its kind 
and. offering a two-year curriculum for stu- 
dents who have completed three years of pre- 
paratory work at the college level. Within the 
scope of the new unit will be all phases of 
animal and human nutrition. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wickard, who once 
said that “food will win the war and write 
the peace,” admirably summed up the impor- 
tance of this new school in a congratulatory 
letter to the president of th- university, Dr. 
Edmund Ezra Day. The major points of Sec- 
retary Wickard’s message bear repeating be- 
cause they focus attention on ideas which are 
of more than passing interest to intelligent 
citizens. Wickard wrote, in part: 

“This development signalizes another ma- 
jor step in the attack by science on a frontier 
that holds profound implications in the field 
of agriculture. Science, both through research 
and through the training of men and women, 
will make a contribution toward better nutri- 
tion that will advance substantially the level 
of living in this country. This effort will con- 
tribute to national defense not only in terms 
of the emergency we now face, but in terms 
of the defense of our people for all times.” 

The words, “the defense of our people for 
all times,” are more than apt, for they have in 
them that essenice of days to come on whieh 
so many millions of minds’ eyes are turned. 
And it is the future, as much as the present, 
with which so many of us are concerned. For 
some day—and soon, it is the fervent prayer-— 
the war will be won, the 
be crushed, and the radiant light of truth and 
justice and brotherhood will shine more bright- 
ly than ever before. 

The task and the duty is to work for that 
day. In making this frontal attack on a prob- 
lem that surely must be partially, if not com- 
pletely, solved, Cornell University and the men 
and women of science are to be congratulated.

WASHINGTON PARADE

LINDBERGH’S JUVENILE SUGGESTION WASHING- 
TON, Aug. 6. 


In view of the defeatist attitude taken by appeaser elements in the 
country, notably Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh, not enough public 
attention has been given a recent study issued by the Brookings 
Institution, which holds that Great Britain, through intensified 
American aid, will be abie to win the war against Hitler within 
two years without the United States becoming actually involved in 
the conflict. 

Prior to and even since the Germans invaded Russia, Colonel 
Lindbergh, in his speeches over the country, has been painting the 
gloomy picture of Britain's inevitable downfall. England could not 
stand against the final Hitler thrust, he contended; hence it was a 
waste of our own money and energies to be supplying them with 
war materials needed for our own defense. 

He even advanced the juvenile suggestion that we seek to nego- 
tiate a security pact with Hitler, though failing to give any satis- 
factory explanation of why he thought it would be regarded with 
any more sanctity than others previously scrapped by the Germans. 

But his main thesis was built on the inevitability, as he saw it, 
of Britain’s ultimate downfall. 


THE BROOKINGS REPORT Now comes the Brookings In- 
stitution, a recognized agency 
of public research, with a positive rebuttal of the Lindbergh theme. 
In a pamphlet prepared for the organization by Louis Marlio, well- 
known French industriatist and economist, the more plausible con- 
clusion is set forth that the industrial superiority of the United 
States, if effectively utilized, can bring about Hitler's defeat by 1943. 
American industrial advantages, Mr. Marlio states, are far greater 
than most Americans realize, and are sufficient to provide planes, 
tanks and other materials of mechanized war on a scale that Ger- 
many cannot match. 

The French industrialist, former chairman and general manager 
of the French Aluminum Company and head of the International 
Aluminum Cartel, with the added background of holding the chair 
of economics in several leading French universities. does not in- 
dulge in vague generalities of the Lindbergh school to support his 
conclusions. 

If Germany should launch a new armament program to com- 
pete with that.now under way in the United States, he asserts, it 
would be obliged to make far-reaching changes in its industrial 
organization and in that of the occupied countries. 

Germany would have to rehabilitate the railroads and construct 
new equipment, and this would require large quantities of raw 
materials, all of which are already allocated elsewhere. 

The output of electricity would have to be increased enormous- 
lv for the production of aluminum, magnesium, ferro alloys and 
chlorates. : 

Vast hydroelectric expansion cannot be achieved for years, Mr. 
Marlio points out, and expansion of steam plants would:be difficult 
because of the limitations of coal supply, now barely sufficient. With 
a work week of 60 to 70 hours already in effect, the labor supply 
would present a very serious bottleneck, as Germany does not 
utilize labor-saving machinery to the same extent as the United 


States. 
AMERICAN INDUSTRY TURNS TIDE But equally im- 
portant from the 
British point of vantage, the French industrialist reminds that the 
United States is situated so far from the war zone that it is safe 
from effective bombing, whereas German plants are already suf- 
fering from air raids and will continue to suffer more in the future 
as American production makes it possible for England to extend 
its air operations. 

Even if Germany could provide the additional equipment needed 
in an armament race with the United States, it would be handi- 
capped in. making effective use of it by Jack of oil. Months would 
be required before large oil supplies could be brought from the 
eastern front. in the event that Germany won the Russian campaign. 

Also, further expansion of the aviation program would necessi- 
tate the building of plants to produce-the high octane gasoline which 
is indispensable for the mofors of the larger planes. 

During the next 12 months, armament production in the United 
States can and will be made to forge rapidly ahead of anything yet 
achieved in Germany, the author declares, thus giving to England 
the advantage which has hitherto rested with the Axis powers. 
Because of its methods of mass production and capacity for swift 
plant construction, the industrial plant of the United States can 
multiply its present armament production three or fourfold in a 
relatively short time. 

The contrasting picture is that Germany is already operating at 
peak capacity, and also lacks both the natural resources and the 
technical and mechanical means for an immediate expansion pro- 
gram of such magnitude. 

Finally, there is the effect of the Russian war on the Germans. 
Regardless of how it comes out now, Hitler will have suffered such 
tremendous losses in men and equipment that his position will be 
greatly weakened. : 

These conclusions of Mr.:Marlio, considered worthy of wide- 
spread dissemination hy the Brookings Institution, offer a refreshing 
contrast to the gloomy prophecy of Colonel Lindbergh, They should 
he sufficient to answer the vaguely-based predictions of his defeat- 
ist talk.

ONE WORD MORE 


By RALPH McGILL. 
VISITOR FROM VIENNA Yesterday afternoon I saw Wal- 
ter Goldschmeidt. The last time 


I had seen him was on the night of April 10, 1938, in a coffee house 
in Vienna, Austria. That day Austria had become, by a farcical 
plebiscite, merely the “Ostmark” of the German empire. 

Goldschmeidt was the correspondent for an American news- 
paper. He had been an officer in the first World War, fighting for 
Austria against the Allies. He had been decorated for bravery for 
his gallant conduct on three battlefields. 

There was a great story about him. He was a maior. When the 
Austrian collapse came he was in the Balkans with his regiment. 
They had a tremendous amount of stores. They still were loyal toe 
their government ard to their trust. 

Thev sold the stores. They got gold for them. 

Major Goldschmeidt called his men together. He gave them 
their choice of leaving there, with each man paid his wages due him 
as a soldier, or being paid and returning as best they could te 
Austria. 

Most of them chose to take their money and go their own way. 
A few of the officers and men chose to go back to Vienna with their 
commander. 

There was a lot of the gold left over. Theoretically, at least, it 
belonged to whatever was left of the Austrian government. 

The story of that trip back, on one of the railroad engines and 
two cars belonging to the government, is an epic that should be 
written into a book one of these days. They were fired on by de- 
serters and by irregulars, who were formed into roving bands. They 
found the track destroyed in a number of places and officers and 
men worked putting it back. 

They reached Vienna after a long and nightmare-like journey. 
There they found confusion. The government was gone. One of the 
army chiefs was trying to preserve order. To him Major Gold- 
schmeidt turned over the gold. He never heard of it again. 

He hears, now and then, from

underground Austria. Letters get 


out. The spirit is there, he says. Even some of those who were 
of the Nazi party have turned. ‘They never believed that’ Austria 
would disappear. All they ever expected was a political and eco- 
nomic tie with the German Nazi party. Their own country was 
absorbed. It became merely the “Ostmark” of the German nation. 

They got nothing. We see it in city, county, state and national 
politics. The stooges, the traitors, rarely get anything. They 
never are respected by one who buys them. 

There is the spirit to revolt in all the captive countries. 
one no longer can revolt with pikes or pitchforks or old guns. 

The Russian revolution succeeded only when the army quit 
the Tzar. It rquires machineguns, tanks and cannon to revolt today. 

The captive peoples do not have them. 

It was encouraging, though, to see this man-and to see his 
hope. He has lost everything. He is, past middle-age, trying ta 
find a place for himself in a foreign country. He believes pas- 
sionately in democracy and in fighting for one’s liberty and one’s 
personal freedom. 

It will come, one day. The Hitlers, the Huey Longs, the Muse 
solinis, they all pass on. They die of cancer, they get killed, they 
make mistakes and are defeated, they die in accidents. 

God becomes bored with them after a while, as Hugo wag 
sure God was bored with Napoleon. 

We may only hope it will not be too long.

Yacht Message 


Holds No News 
Of Churchill

Phrasing of Note Deep- 
ens Widespread Mys- 
tery on Sea Visit. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—(4)— 
Amid widespread but entirely un- 
substantiated rumors of a meeting 
between President Roosevelt and 
Prime Minister Churchill came a 
message from the presidential va- 
cation yacht.today which might— 
or might not—dispel them, de- 
pending upon what was read be- 
tween the lines. 

The wireless message, sent by 
the skipper of the yacht Potomac 
and made public by the Navy De- 
partment here, read: 

“Cruise ship proceeding slowly 
along coast with party fishing. 
Weather fair, sea smooth. Po- 
tomac river sailors responding to 
New England air after Washing- 
ton summer.” 

Apparently the “Potomac river 
sailors’ were the President and his 
companions—Rear Admiral Ross 
T. McIntire, his physician; Cap- 
tain John R. Beardall, naval aide, 
and Major General Edwin M. Wat- 
son, his secretary—who have ac- 
companied Mr. Roosevelt on many 
weekend excursions on the river 
during the summer. 

But anyone inclined to credit 
the rumors of a Roosevelt-Church- 
ill rendezvous despite the com- 
plete lack confirmation could 
find food for speculation in the 
absence of any specific statement 
that Mr. Roosevelt himself was 
aboard the yacht. 

It also was possible to interpret 
the phrase “Potomac river sailors” 
as an indication that Harry L. 
Hopkins, lease-lend administrator 
who was last reported in London, 
might be aboard the Potomac. 
Hopkins has been Mr. Roosevelt's 
most constant companion on the 
river excursions, 

Amid all the speculation, how- 
ever, perhaps the best interpreta- 
tion of the message came from 
sources which, while unofficial, 
have gained familiarity with the 
President through attending his 
press conferences.
